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2~.' SUMMARY, AS OF 1100 LOCAL, EMBASSY VANS HAD 
PICKED UP SOME 220 US CITIZENS OVER THE LAST FOUR 
DAYS AND DELIVERED THEM TO THE AIRPORT. THIS 
MORNING'S UNITED AIRLINES CHARTER LEFT AT 1210 WITH 
PASSENGERS DIVIDED ROUGHLY 50-50 BETWEEN EMBASSY

3 . AS OF 1100 HOURS LOCAL, EMBASSY VANS HAD PICKED

ALL MAJOR UNIVERSITIES IN BEIJING AS WELL AS OTHER
